Galling as the present world-wide depression undoubtedly is, bringing

teach'ng the world.a few lessons and re-emphasizing a few old truths, 
Which, in the days of their prosperity, men and nations apparently forgot; 
at least they ignored and gave no heed to them. Now. these truths and 
lessons aré being remembered and re-learned, and possibly, because the 
present world Concession is more widespread and more severe than any of 
its predecessors, the lessons it is teaching will be taken a bit more seriously 
and have a more lasting and beneficial effect than ever before. 


: Yet these truths and.lessons are as old as this old world itself. 
truths are fundamental; the lessons are stern and unshakeable, 

One truth is that no man, no community, no nation can live ‘unto itself 
flone.. Not one of them is self-sufficient.. Each is dependent to a greater 
or less extent on all others. God so made the world and puny man, not- 
withstanding his boasted powers and. strength cannot alter it. This truth 
is becoming more widely recognized and accepted ry day this depression

Another.truth that is once again. growing into acceptance. is that man- 
kind is of greater importance and truer worth than anything and everything 
that man can invent and develop.

Economic conditions of this depression have driven hundreds of young 
men and women, attracted by the glitter of the cities, back to the old home, 
on the farm, in village and small town.

‘Sir John said it was a real cause 
for thankfulness that while. severe 
financial storms’ raged in continental 
Europe, Great Britain and the United 
States, the Canadian banking struc- 
ture had ‘stood firm and unshaken. 
Canadian banks through adherence 
to sound principles of banking, hot 
only in the extension of credit, but in 
the maintenance of strong liquid re- 
serves, had saved the country from 
serious financial disturbance. 

“I hold to my prediction,” he said, 
expressed a few months ago through 
the press, that the value of Canadian 
gold production will be about $100,- 
000,000 ten years hence, almost dou- 
ble that for 1931.”

Embargo On Potatoes 


Effort Will Be Made To Have Great 
Britain Rescind Order 


Arthur Gibson, chief of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Entomological 
Branch, is leaving for Great Bri 
to assist in the negotiations aimed at 
the lifting the embargo against 
Canadian potatoes. The’ official ban 
was made because Great Britain fears 
the importation of the potato beetle 
and it will be argued by the Domin- 
ion entomologist this fear is ground- 
less, 

Efforts to induce Gréat Britain lift 
the potato embargo are complicated. 
Canada has an embargo against Brit- 
ish potatoes because of the “black 
wart” which ‘infests some parts of 
that country. If Canada lifted its 
embargo as reciprocity for similar ac- 
tion by Great Britain, United States 
automatically would ban Canadian 
seed. potatoes from that market. 
United States has a statute which 
prohibits the importation of potatoes 
from .any .country where the black 
wart exists or from any country 
which permits the importation of po- 
tatoes from any such country. 

For several weeks negotiations 
have been carried on by Hon. Robert 
Weir, Minister of Agriculture, for a 
solution of the problem. «

“John. Bull,” celebrated its one hun- 
_}dredth anniversary, recently, when an 
elaborate centennial birthday exhibi- 
tion of the veteran engine with its 
tender and passenger car was placed 
on display in the Hall of Transporta- 
tion of the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D.C., according to an an- 
nhouncement from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

The “John Bull” arrived in Phila- 
delphia by a sailing ship from Eng- 
land in August, 1831, and two months 
later pulled the first train over the 
pioneer Camden & Amboy Railroad, 
one of the earliest railroads in the 
United States and now part of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad System, This 
first trip of the “John Bull’ marked 
the first movement of a train ‘by 
steam power in the history of the 
State of New Jersey, and one of the 
earliest runs of a steam locomotive 
anywhere ir the United States, it was 
said. 

The century-old veteran of the rails 
was decked with flags and shone 
forth in all of its ancient glory as the 
central figure of the special anniver- 
sary display.

Canada Producers Bending 
Energies Forwards 


Finds Better Quality In Farm 
Production 

“The markets for Canada’s agricul- 
tural products for the future would 
seem to depend upon quality as well 
as quantity of production,” observes 
Dr. J. H. Grisdale, Federal Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture. ‘‘Canadian 
producers are evidently becoming 
more and more conscious of this sit- 
uation, bending their efforts toward 
the improvement of the quality of 
their products. Many of our agricul- 
tural products going overseas com- 
mand a premium on the British and 
other markets.” Dr. Grisdale also 
points out that prices for all agricul- 
tural staples are now on an export 
market basis, and that while these 
are probably not quite so satisfactory 
as they might be, production is defin- 
itely expanding and the farmer knows 
exactly where he stands relative to 
prices, that is to say: Canadian prices 
are world prices, and are not likely 


to be seriously affected by any con- 


sistent increase in production. 


Deportation Rulings 


Minister Of Immigration Must Review 
Each Separate Appeal 

The judgment of the Montreal court 
which ruled the Minister of Immigra- 
tion must review each appeal from a 
deportation order will add materially 
to the duties of Hon. W. A. Gordon, 
who administers the department. 
During the past year Canada deport- 
ed about 4,000 persons and/in each 
case, whether appealed from or not, 
the department at Ottawa reviewed 
the evidence. The judgment of the 
court would oblige the minister him- 
self to perform this duty. 

Whether the Dominion will carry 
the judgment to a higher court could 
not be learned. If this step were not 
taken, it was believed possible ,the 
government would amend the legisla- 
tion a. the next session of, parliament, 
specifying some departmental official, 
such as the Deputy Minister, to re- 
view all cases. 


Canadian Tobacco 


Simcoe Shipment Includes Types Put 
On Market In Great Britain 


Agricultural officials at Simcoe, 
Ontario received a consignment of 
“Canadian Club” tobacco, wh'ch was 
recently put on the market in-Great 
Britain by one of the leading British 
firms. A dozen or more types of to-| 
bacco are included in the shipment. 
The manufacturers are the first in 
Great Britain to place a_ strictly 
Canadian brand on the = market, 
and Ontario tobacco growers are 
closely watching their success which | 
has been most encouraging to date. | 
The tobacco, according to those who 
have smoked it, has a distinctive and 
pleasant flavor, unlike the American 
product.

Shot out 
at the rate of 360 a minute, the bot- 
tles are swiftly filled and neatly cap- 
ped, all without human hand going 
near them.

_Prepaze Year “Ahead 
| For Dry Land Garden 


Result Of Experimental Work Carried 
On At Lethbridge 

Experimental work at Lethbridge, 
| Alberta, shows that to ensure a fair 
measure of success in the kitchen 
garden on the dry land farm it must 
be prepared at least one year ahead, 
Superintendent W. H. Fairfield, M.Sc., 
LL.D., in his annual report just issued 
‘points out that it is desirable to re- 
serve twice thé-aréa desired; to ap- 
ply well rotted manure to the part to 
‘be summerfallowed just before 
ploughing; to cultivate just enough to 
curb weed growth; to plough about 
eight inches deep; to make rows wide 
enough apart to permit the use of the 
hand cultivator; and to provide a 


(not necessarily the northward) side 
of the permanent garden site. Veget- 
‘ables in a dry land garden usually 
| mature earlier than on irrigated land. 


Cost Of Producing Hay 


‘Cost Estimated At Central Experi- 
mental Farm At Ottawa 

The annual report of the Dominion 
Field Husbandman, B. 8. Hopkins, 
B.S.A., M.8., Phd., contains an inter- 
esting reference to the cost of produc- 
ing hay (19380) at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. The yield 


‘was 4.14 per acre. To produce this | 


crop a total expenditure of $26.88"was 
necessary. This brought the cost of 
the hay to $6.49. The crop was valued 
at $42.43, leaving a profit of $15.55 
per acre. Considered as return on 
manual labor the total payment on 
this item would be at the rate of 72 
cents per acre for production and 
marketing. However, had the crop 
; been marketed there would have been 
‘a further labour cost of $2.96 per ton.

In addition, Canadian indus- 
trialists have had to contend with the 
confusion resulting from numerous 
adjustments in her foreign exchange 
relationships. 


The volume of agricultural produc- 
tion was considerably reduced as a 
result of extreme drought conditions 
in the Prairie Provinces, particularly 
in the southern sections of Saskatch- 
ewan. Wheat and other crops wefe 
severely damaged and farmers in the 
affected areas did not harvest suf- 
ficient quantities to meet their own 
requirements, Alberta and the north- 
ern districts of Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba had a more successful year, 
but the Western wheat crop alone is 
100 million bushels smaller than in 
1980—a year of moderate harvests 
only. Conditions in Kastern Canada 
and British Columbia were more fav- 
orable and some crops created new 
records. Apples and potatoes are so 
plentiful that their disposal has pre- 
sented a problem; the tobacco crop in 
Ontario is a bumper one of splendid 
quality. Prices for all farm products 
have declined to very low levels and, 
with the reduced crops in the West, 
the value of Canadian field crops 
shows a serious reduction from pre- 
vious years, being officially estimated 
for 1931 at $431,250,000 as compared 
with $631,593,000 in 1930 and $948,- 
981,400 in 1929. 

Livestock and dairy farmers had 
|excellent pasturage and plenty of 
feed for their herds, Increased inter- 
lests in dairying has been shown in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and but- 
ter production has been greatly ex- 
panded. In Saskatchewan, output 
for the first ten months of the year 
exceeded 17,000,000 pounds, an in- 
crease of 35 per cent, over the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. This total 
is greater than the highest. previdus 
full year’s output for Saskatchewan, 
viz. 16,632,765 pounds in 1926. Ex- 
ports of butter from Canada to Great 
Britain were resumed in substantial 
volume after a lapse of some years, 
The total quantity shipped during the 
twelve months ended October 31st, 
amounted to 9,922,800 pounds against 
1,157,400 pounds in the previous year. 
The export of cattle to England has 
also been heavier than in many years. 
Trial shipments were also made to 
France and Belgium, In order to pro- 
| vide a regular supply of high-grade 
stock for the export market, the On- 
tario Government has arranged for 
the finishing during the winter of se- 
\lected animals from Western Canada 
| by Ontario farmers. 
| Supplies of wheat are still large 
}but are somewhat reduced from last 
year. Export sh'pments increased in 


~ |volume towards the end of the year 


and prices have shown an upward 
trend. A substantial reduction in the 
large world stocks of wheat and the 
return of prices to a préfitable level 
would do much to re-establish Cana- 


dian agriculture on a satisfactory 
basis. 
The rapid expansion in gold cutput 


was the outstanding feature of the 
Canadian mining industry last year. 
In 1930, the value produced was $43,- 
453,600; for 1931, the total -for all 
Canada is placed at $55,000,000. On- 
tario production alone equalled the 
Dominion total in 1980. Quebec, the

York. 

The instruments were brought to 
this country by Emil Heerman, noted 
expert of Berlin. They are owned by 
the Phillipe Mendellsohn family of the 
German capital. 

As a gesture of international friend- 
ship the instruments were loaned to 
the Hart House String Quartette of 
University of Toronto. Recently the 
quartette entertained the Canadian 
Club. 

Following the performance a dis- 
tinguished Canadian voiced the sug- 
gestion that efforts should be made to 
secure the instruments.

At Lacombe 


All over Alberta special attention 
is being given to school affains this 
week and perhaps it may be a good 
time for, us to look . over the local 
situation and offer a few suggestions 
to improve education as we find it

Cooperation between home and 
school.is seldom sufficient, and a 
group of misunderstandings is like- 
ly to arise and does arise in many 
cases from this condition. We sel- 
dom quarrel with people whom we 
know well and never with those for 
whom we have a keen sympathy. 
Co-operatien must be born of these 
two things im ordef to be helpful and 
tihould be fosterde by a keen inter- 
est On the part of both parents and 
teachers in the welfare of ithe en- 
coming generation, : 

On too many occasions the teach- 
er does wot attempt to reach irto 


» the home to co-operate with - the 


parents and, equally bad, the .par- 
ents remain in a-shell and ‘peep out 
at the teapher through, the,eye:: if! 
a child, whose stories are often (or 
should I say always) moulded by his 
own. view point.. Both are inclined 
to wait till they get red hot over 
some incident of school life and then 
dash out to meet the othr in a blaze 
of anger, often the hotter 
both realize that they have not done 
a child whose stories are often (or

We meet the parent in every dis- 
triet who says ‘‘I pay my school 
taxes to hire teachers and provide 
a school. in which my children arc to 
be taught and I’m through at that’’, 
We also meet the teacher who say>

school who does not do his home- 


work’’ (and power is given a teach- | 


er to suspend for that reason). When 
these two people meet, what is the 
result ? Mr. Parent says, ‘‘You 
Will,’’ Miss Teacher says, ‘‘I will 
not,’’ and there they stand, both 
legally within their rights.

But lest we blame 
the chfid too much, lets remember 
that he is only 13 years of age; that 
he has only six hours per day in 
school and eighteen in which to loaf 
and do as he pleases; that no con- 
trol is exercised over those eight- 
een hours, except to see that he gets 
home for meals, I stand flat-foot- 
ed about it. He’s not to  biame. 
Selfishness may demand of a par- 
ent that the use all his time for his 
own intersts but honour and more 
ality demand that the shall guide

Suppose the teacher tries to filr 
in and overcome the neglect of the 
regulating the child» 
What happens? The child is 
closely checked at school, when often 
he should not be, but details are not 
easy to secure from a room full of 
pupils.

Soviet Trade Plan 


Interest Is Aroused Over Offer To 
Exchange Coal For Aluminum 

The Montreal Star says: 

“Widespread interest has been 
aroused by the news that negotiations 
are in progress, which, if successful, 
would mean the exporting of roughly 
$5,000,000 worth of Canadian alumin- 
um and aluminum products to Russia 
and the receipt of $2,000,000 worth 
of Soviet coal in part return. 

“In Ottawa, where the matter was 
first mooted before Christmas, the 
proposal was felt to impinge upon in- 
terests likely to be pressed in ‘the 
forthcoming Imperial Conference, as 
well as upon Canadian interests. It 
was understood in Ottawa that in- 
creased employment in Canada was 
one of the chief inducements offered 
in the coal-for-aluminum proposal, 
and the number of added employees 
promised was placed at around 1,250. 

‘Tt also indicated that Russia can 
take no. less than 60 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s entire aluminum output in a 
normal year when the plants are op- 
erating. at 100 per cent. Inquiry in 
Montreal reveals that Canadian coal 
interests would not be as much af- 
fected as North British by the threat 
of Russia competition, if at all. But 
in view that Britain is likely to seek 
preferred position for her anthracite 
in the Canadian market, it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that Canada would 
do anything to prejudice the position 
of Welsh and British coal here.” 


A Reason For Touts 


Tourist Revenue In 1931 Amounted 
To Two Hundred Million Dollars 


Canada, enters 1932.with the pros- 
pect of a good tourist year. Her dol- 
lar is at a ten per cent. discount 
with United- States money. That 
means added inducements: 

1. To, Canadian tourists to spend 
their money in Canada. 

2. To United States: tourists to 
come here. 

While the Canadian dollar stays at 
that discount, every Canadian who 
goes to United States must spend 
$100 to get $90 worth of pleasure in 
return. But thé American tourist 
can come here and get $110 worth of 
pleasure for $100. 

Canada in 1930 collected $300,000,- 
000 in tourist revenue. In 1931 that 
revenue has fallen to $200,000,000. 
Canada can put it back to $300,000,- 
000 and more besides if she capital- 
izes on the double appeal of Canada’s 
natural attractions and Canada's cur- 
rency discount. 

Associated Publicity Bureaus has 
asked the Dominion Government ‘to 
promote tourist traffic with a million- 
dollar advertising campaign. No bet- 
ter investment is in sight than a mil- 
lion dollars spent to attract one hun- 
dred millions—and that is what a co- 
ordinated campaign can accomplish if 
it is done right.—Vancouver Sun.

The Dominant Nickel 


More Five-Cent Coins Issued At 
Ottawa Mint Than Any Other 
Denomination 


The great Canadian nickel contin- 
ues. to dominate the operations of the 
mint, if the annual figures issued by 
the new Canadian Government De- 
partment mean anything. In the year 
just closed no fewer than 5,620,000 
coins of the five-cent denomination 
were delivered from the mint. The 
number exceeded even that of the 
pennies, of which a paltry 5,140,000 
were issued; while dimes were a poor 
third, only 2,294,000 being minted in 
1931. . 

The aristocrat of the silver coin — 
the 50 cent piece—appears to have 
had little demand in this time of de- 
pression, for only 68,000 were issued 
last year. The humble, but never- 
to-be-despised “two-bits” was coined 
to the value of $212,000, or 84,000 
pieces, valued at 25 cents each. 

In all, the Royal Canadian Mint 
struck 11,618,690 pieces in 1931,: and 
issued 13,970,000. . 

The gross value of rough and fine 
gold and fine silver received by the 
mint last year, was $35,638,176. De- 
liveries from that institution to the 
Department of Finance had a value 
of $35,176,551. Trade bars sold were 
valued at $545,541. 

The mint, last year, did not coin 
any $10 or $5 gold pieces. |

Russian Wheat Yields 


Soviets 


Plan Large Increase In 


Acreage For 1982 

Russia plans to sow 348,000,000 
acres to crops for harvest next fall— 
8,000,000 more than last year. 

This was reported by the United 
States agriculture department which 
also said the 1931 wheat crop of Rus- 
sia, the world’s largest producer, 
“may definitely be considered a poor 
one,” 

The 1982 plan for the spring sown 
area calls for 252,000,000 acres com- 
pared with 241,000,000 planted last 
spring. The largest increase in this 
area, however, will be in industrial 
crops, such as cotton and flax, with 
the spring wheat acreage remaining 
practically the same. ~ Spring wheat 
is the most important. 

“A further significant factor in the 
situation,” the department’s Berlin ob- 
server reported, “is the announcement 
by the Soviet authorities that they in- 
tend to concentrate on quality rather 
than quantity.” 

Summing up the -1931 wheat har- 
vest, he added: 

“Although yields of winter wheat 
were fairly satisfactory, much of the 
spring acreage failed to make a crop, 
principaHy because of drouth.” As. 
a result, exports have been curtailed. 

Sowings of winter grain last fall 
did not equal plans, and are below 
acreage sown the preceding year. 
Wheat procurings from  co’lectives 
are also below announced plans due 
to interference from peasants, 


Heavy Tax Payment 


Response To Appeal Is Great Help To 
British Exchequer 

British citizens paid £21,353,000 in 
income tax between January 1 and 
January 9, it was announced. This 
was £9,500,000 more.t{han was paid 
between January 1,and January 10 
last year. 

The increase was attributed to the 
provision in the last budget that the 
tax for three quarters of the year 
should fall due on January 1 this 
year. It was also ascribed in part 
to a response to the appeal of Vis- 
count Snowden, former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, for prompt payment 
to help the nation in its financial dif- 
ficulties.

Explanation Of Omission Of Narra- 
tive From Ontario Text Books 


Omission of the story of Laura Se- 
cord from Ontario public and high 
Schools’ history and text books is the 
subject of a statement issued by Hon. 
Georges Henry, Premier of the Prov- 
ince and Minister of Education, in 
which he declares criticism is prob- 
ably due to insufficient’ acquaintance 
with the facts. 

“In the first place let me empha- 
size there is no intention of disparag- 
ing this incident of the tramp 
of Laura Seoord from Queenstown to 
Beaver Dams, and in the proposed re- 
vision of the third reader the officers 
of the department are suggesting that 
the story of Laura Secord be includ 
ed,” he says. 

“The authorized text books, both 
public and high school, in Canadian 
history: purposely emphasize parts of 
history other than' wars in which 
Canada has engaged. For this rea- 
son the War of 1812-15 has been 
touched upon lightly, and many stor- 
fes of brave deeds have necessarily 
been omitted,” the Premier declares. 

Omission of the Laura Secord ex- 
ploit from the new history compiled 
by: Professor W. S. Wallace, librarian 
of the University of Toronto, brought 
the matter into prominence.

More than 
three-fifths of the note is worth full 
value, and the department is pre- 
pared to redeem it, but if the part 
presented is between two and three- 
fifths, onty one half of the face value 
is paid. If a note remnant is less 
than two-fifths, the owner of this 
fragment is “out of luck.” It will not 
be redeemed, 

This is not an aboslute rule, how: 
ever, The Dominion does not wish 
to profit by the transaction, and the 
owner of a note remnant may obtain 
fall value upon presentation of a 
statutory declaration setting out the 
circumstances of the case and estab- 
lishing the fact that the missing por- 
tions of the note have been destroyed.

Rapid Air Travel 


From Paris To New York In Six 
Hours Is Now Predicted 

Air speeds of 500 miles an hour, 
cutting the time between New York 
and Paris to six hours, were predicted 
to be within the bounds of possibility 
by Henry Farman, aviation pioneer, 
work on whose stratosphere ‘plane is 
now progressing at  Billancourt, 
France. 

It will be two months still before 
the “mystery ship” is completed and 
six months before tests at gradually 
increasing altitudes are finished. 

Farman said it is necessary to 
guard against ‘fantastic dreams,” 
but he thought 500 miles an hour at a 
height of between 45,000 and 60,000 
feet is theoretically possible, depend- 
ing upon conditions in the stratos- 
phere, which, he said, must be still 
further explored. 


Athletes and Heart Trouble 


No Such Thing As “Athlete’s Hearts,” 
Says University Professor 


“Athlete's heart” is non-existent so 
far as two University of Wisconsin 
professors have been able to deter- 
mine. Coaches have long guarded 
against overworking athletes in the 
belief that too strenuous competition 
resulted in enlarged hearts and a con- 
sequent loss to efficiency. Experi- 
ments at Madison have shown no evi- 
dence of hypertrophy in athletes. Dr. 
Walter J. Meek and Prof. J. A. E. 
Eyster, professors of physiology made 
observations on 83 men and 84 wo- 
men at the university. All had indulg- 
ed in four:years of high school ath- 
letics and at least two years of col- 
lege athletics,

Thousands Of Bees Work 
In a Full Force Colony 


Total Hive Force In One Case 
Estimated At 55,625 Bees 
One of the most interesting of the 
studies in apiculture carried out 
under the direction of C. B. Gooder- 
ham, Dominion Apiarist, relates to 
the number of “fielders” or bees in a 
colony in the field at work gathering 
honey and nectar during the period 
of a heavy flow. On the basis of 5,000 
bees to a pound it has been determin- 
ed by recording the weights of colon- 
jes resting on weighing trucks, that 


thousand bees from one colony are 
working in the field at one time. In 
one case the total hive force was 
computed at 55,625 bees with 20,625 
in the field, leaving a hive force of 
85,000. In another case where the 
total colony numbered 56,250 it was 
found that 27,187 were flying abroad 
with a reserve hive force of 29,063.
